Farming, stoch-rais- 
ing and every other industry our 
parched and arid State invites, cannot 
exist without water. In proportion, as 
we increase its supply, will all indus- 
tries increase and thrive. The ancients, 
not through individual enterprise, but 
through the genius and enterprise of 
their governments, erected vast reser- 
voirs and aqueducts for retaining water 
for irrigating purposes. The crumbling 


ruins of these works are still visible in 
Palestine, Arabia and Egypt, where the 
climate and soil is similar to ours.

AS OTHERS SEE US. 


The St. Louis Republican thus 
speaks of the State of Nevada: 


What is to be done with the State 
of Nevada is becoming a question of 
some interest to the remoant of its 
population. It is admitted that the 
bottom has fallen ont ot the Com- 
stock lode, and as the Comstock lode 
was, to ali practical interests and pur- 
poses, Nevada, there is pot much left 
of the latter but the empty shell, from 
which the kernal has been taken. 

Nevada was the golden youth of 
the Union when it was admitted; the 
mioes, which constituted almost its 
only wealth, were supposed to be io- 
exhaustible, and the white and yellow 
bricks they yielded had an effect ou 
the money markets that was felt 
throughout the world, The State wes 
organized on & magnificent basis. The 
Governor's salary was $6,000; the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s, $3,600; with 
$1,500 additional as State Librarian; 
the three Judges of the Supreme 
Court received $7,000 each, and the 
other State officers and members of 
legislature were provided for with 
similar munificence. These salaries 
were thought proper enough in the 
State's golden age. 

But the 300,000,000 taken from the 
Comstock lode has exhausted that 
wonderful deposit of treasure and left 
Nevada a beggarly State. Its mil- 
lionaires have fled to San Francisco 
and New York to spend their wealth. 
The wives of some of them have taken 
their share of it and gone to Baris, 
where they are living in an opulence 
peculiar to their own, The enter- 
prising mining classes have gone to 
Arizona to pursue the quest of gold in 
that new and mre promisiog terri— 
tory. Virginia City, the cayjtal, has 
lost its splendor and glory, like Tyre 
aud Sidon, and the inhabitrnts of the 
State who ere left are beginning to 
wonder how they are to maintain a 
government with such a brilliant out- 
fit out of their scanty gulch scratch- 
ings and the little crops they raise in 
the valleys; There is talk of calling a 
constitutional convention to reduce of- 
ficial sularies tu a more modest level, 
and it is even suggested that it may 
be necessary to allow the State Gov- 
ernment to lapse and let Nevada be- 
come a territory, or else divide it up 
among California, Utah and Arizona. 

It is sometimes advantageous “to 
see ourselves as others see us,” al- 
though the view from the out- 
side and from the inside of 
a shell may differ, still an exhausted 
mine is nevertheless a shell and value- 
less. With the present outlook in our 

State, it will be difficult to convince 
our people that a return to $3,600 per 
annum for Lieutenant-Governor is a 
step in the right direction, or that it is 
necessary to pay State Judges $7,000 
per anoum and traveling expenses for 
services on the east side of main street 
in Carson, while Judges Sawyer and 
Sabin for the United States bold court 
on the west side of the same street for 
asalary of $3,000 or $4,000 per an- 
num and pay their own personal ex- 
penses. To state the case is to srgue 
it. Is justice a purchasable commod- 
ity to be counter balanced with 
money, or are we to select judges for 
their knowledge of law and their 
ability to apply it; their devotion to 

. prineiple, and justice and self-respect, 
and pay them for their personal services!

Dustin, Feb. 15. 

Patrick Cahill deposed that in pase- 
ing Chapel Gate on the evening of the 
sixth of May he saw a car driving 
rapidly to Pheoix Park. One man 
on the car he identified as Caren ;

An old man named Flynn testifid 
that he walked through the park little

The identification 
of Carey was complete. He spoke to 
him while he was sitting on a seat.

Mrs, Langtry Volunteers Her Services 
for a Benefit. 


InpranaPouis, Feb. 15. 
Appeals for help come from Jeffer 
sonville and New Albany, and sup- 
plies have been sent, some of which 
are already received.

morrow, to be used iu Newport. 
Aaother consigament of boats is on 
the way from Sandusky. Until the 
water leaves the streets all will be 
needed to convey food and fuel. 

The first drowning from boats oc- 
curred to-day.
